Powell spared storms 
deadly wrath

Storms, unlike the state 
has seen in nearly 20 years 
or more, rolled across the 
region last Friday Powell 
County had a few trees 
knocked down and sev¬ 
eral reports of hail dam¬ 
age, but was spared the 
carnage and devastation 
suffered by neighboring 
counties. 

The same area went 
from deadly storms to over 
three inches of snow by 
Monday morning in what 
has been one of the most 
bizarre weather weeks in 
recent memory 

A reported funnel Friday 
evening over Stanton, and 
the storm that spawned 
it, moved into Menifee 
County just after 5:30 
p.m. it was there that a 
tornado touched down 
two miles southwest of 
Mariba, before moving 
east into Morgan County 
The city of West Liberty 
took a direct hit with 
what weather service offi¬ 
cials have classified as an 
EF-3 tornado, with maxi¬ 
mum winds of near 140 
miles per hour. 

National Weather 
Service storm damage 
surveyors say the storm 
either lifted or moved 
out of Morgan County. 
However, on Monday

afternoon, the weather 
service website out of 
Jackson seemed to indi¬ 
cate that the tornado left 
a damage path of 34 miles 
through Menifee and 
Morgan counties. It then 
continued on and totaled 
60 miles in the state and 
entered West Virginia. 
The total destruction 


path is believed to be 95 
miles long. Officials say 
the twister reached a 
maximum width of nearly 
one mile at the height of 
the storm.

Stanton man killed in Monday morning 
accident on Hardwicks Creek Road

A Stanton man was 
killed and his female pas¬ 
senger injured in an acci¬ 
dent on Hardwick’s Creek 
Road Monday morning. 
According to police, John 
Travis Briscoe, 29, died at 
the scene. His passenger, 
Melissa K. Johnson, 41, of 
Clay City, was injured. 

Powell County’s 911 
Dispatch Center received 
a call at 9:30 a.m. that 
a vehicle had went off 
the road, overturned and 
was in the Red River near 
where the old Hardwick’s 
Creek voting house used 
to be. That is less than a 
half mile from Exit 18 of 
the Mountain Parkway. 

Emergency units 
arrived to find a rollback 
already trying to assist. 
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The truck was passing by 
when it came upon the 
accident. 

Another witness, along 
with the roll back driver, 
tried to render assistance 
until help arrived. They 
hooked up a chain to keep 
the vehicle from rolling 
into the river. 

Members of the Clay 
City and Stanton fire 
departments arrived, as 
did officers from Clay 
City and Stanton’s police 
departments. 

Powell County Deputy 
Robert “Rog” Mathews 
said that Briscoe was trav¬ 
eling south on Hardwick’s 
Creek Road in a 1994 
CMC Sonoma. 

“Apparently the tires 
dropped off the right 
side of the road and he 
(Briscoe) traveled several 
hundred feet before going 
off the road,” Mathews 
said. “It looks like he went 
airborne, clipped a tree 


and then rolled toward 
the river.” A tree stopped 
the truck from entering 
the river. 

“I didn’t see any ice on 
the road, but the roads 
were wet,” Mathews, who 
is investigating the acci¬ 
dent, said. “I’m not sure 
if the speed they were 
going was too much for 
the conditions and I don’t 
see any skid marks. He 
was wearing a seat belt, 
but we are not sure if she 
was.” 


“We’re just really not 
sure exactly what caused 
the accident at this time,” 
Mathews said. 

Briscoe was pronounced 
dead at the scene by 
Powell County Coroner 
Hondo Hearne. His body 
was taken to Frankfort 
for an autopsy. Johnson 
was taken by Powell EMS 
to a local hospital. Her 
condition was not known 
at press time. 



Fire destroys Clay City BP

A reported explosion and fire destroyed 
a Clay City gas station early Monday 
morning. One of the owners was slightly 
injured when he came to the scene to 
check on neighbors and the business. 

Powell County’s 911 Center received 
multiple calls, the first coming in at 
12:40 a.m. Monday morning, reporting 
what sounded like an explosion and a 
fire at the R&T BP Station on Main 
Street in Clay City. The station is locat¬ 
ed across from the Clay City Church of 
Christ and the Family Dollar Store. 

When fire personnel from the Clay 
City and Stanton Fire Departments 
arrived the building was fully engulfed. 
Part-owner Ricky Creed arrived to check 
on a neighbor. As he walked near the 
back of the building, some form of flare 
up burned Creed. Ambulance personnel 
and police officers on the scene believed 
the injuries to Creed’s face may be first 
degree burns. However, Creed refused 
treatment at the scene. He was later 
taken to the hospital by his wife. 

Before leaving. Creed said as he 
watched the fire, “That’s every thing 


I’ve worked for.” Creed was able to turn 
the gasoline off that runs to the pumps 
when he arrived, before he was burned. 

It took fire officials over an hour to 
get the blaze under control. An engine 
company from Winchester was also on 
hand to assist. The store was completely 
gutted by the blaze. 

Powell County Deputy Matt Reed was 
the first emergency responder on scene. 
He reported to dispatchers that the 
flames were shooting some 30 to 40 feet 
into the air. “It looked like the back left 
hand corner of the building was on fire, 
but not the front,” Reed said. “Then it 
(fire) just took off, came through the 
roof quickly and the front doors glass 
blew out.” 

At least one witness, who was not 
named by officers, reported hearing an 
explosion then seeing the flames. The 
state fire marshals office was called in, 
per protocol when a business is involved 
in a fire. Fire marshal personnel, as well 
as the state environmental emergency 
team were on hand Monday morning to 
survey the scene. 

The cause of the blaze had not been 
determined as of press time. The state 
fire marshal's office is still investigating 
the cause of the blaze.

At last report three 
people had lost their 
lives in Menifee County. 
Six had been confirmed 
killed in Magoffin County. 
Powell County EMS and 
police officers went to the 
stricken areas late Friday 
night to assist. 

“It was unreal. The 
devastation and the dam¬ 
age was unlike anything 
I have ever seen,” Clay 
City Police Sgt. James 
Kirk said. Kirk and sev¬ 
eral officers from Stanton, 
Clay City and the Powell 
Sheriff's departments 
went to help. “The next 
time they call for storms 
here, I believe we all need 
to pay attention,” Kirk 
added. 

The storms rolled into 
Powell County, out of 
Madison County, at 5:15 
p.m. Schools and busi¬ 
nesses had shut down 
early as weather officials 
had been warning that 
the afternoon was a “par¬ 
ticularly dangerous situ¬ 
ation.” 

The first, and stron¬ 
gest of the storms to pass 
through Powell County, 
raked the northern half. 
Hail reported to be 1.25 
inches in diameter in 
West Bend, Brush Creek, 


Copperas Creek, Pompeii 
and Paint Creek. Windows 
of homes and cars were 
shattered. Cars and hous¬ 
es with vinyl siding took 
the brunt of the storm, as 
holes were evident where 
the hail had hit. Some 
residents posted pictures 
on social media outlets 
like Facebook. 

Powell Dispatch report¬ 
ed a funnel cloud forming 
over the Powell County 
Courthouse, which was 
confirmed by police offi¬ 
cers. That cloud moved 
eastward and into 
Menifee County. The first 
report of a tornado on the 
ground came at 5:23 p.m. 
near Wellington. By 5:51 
the monster storm rolled 
into West Liberty. 

Just two days prior. 
Leap Day, an EF-2 torna¬ 
do hit just south of West 
Liberty. There was a lot of 
damage, but no deaths in 
that storm. 

Other storms hit the 
county as the night of ter¬ 
ror wore on. Powell was 
placed under at least one 
more tornado warning 
and a flash flood warning 
before the powerful cold 
front that brought the 
severe weather passed 
through.

Powell County man 
found guilty of burglary, 
could serve three years

A Powell County 
man was convicted last 
Wednesday of burglary 
and will now face up to 
three years in prison. A 
Powell County jury took 
31 minutes to convict 
Matthew Keith Lyle of 
third degree burglary 
and being in possession 
of burglary tools. 

Lyle was arrested at 
a residence on Brandy 
Lane, just off of Pecks 
Creek Road, on February 
26, 2011 when he was 
found inside the home's 
garage by Powell County 
Deputy Derek Townsend. 

The jury heard testimo¬ 
ny from the home owner, 
Maria Rogers, that she 
was alone when her alarm 
system was triggered at 
3:52 a.m. Rogers called 
the 911 and stayed on the 
line with the dispatcher 
until Townsend arrived. 
The alarm company noti¬ 
fied Powell County's dis¬ 
patch center. Townsend, 
who was already work¬ 
ing with other officers 
on a break-in call at The 
Cash-N-Dash and Kathy's 
Country Kitchen in Clay 
City, was sent to Rogers' 
home. 

Upon arriving 

Townsend testified that 
he found the garage door 
to be open and it appeared 
to have been pried open. 
Pictures of the door and 
frame showed appar¬ 
ent pry marks and three 
screw drivers were found 
on the floor of the garage. 
The deputy also said he 
heard something behind 
the door. Townsend 
ordered that whoever was 
in the garage had better 
come out and Lyle was 
placed under arrest at 
the scene. 

Rogers testified that 
she knew Lyle, as he and 
his mother lived close to 
her. However she also tes¬ 
tified that she did not 
give Lyle permission to be 
in her garage. 

The prosecution had 
stated in opening state¬ 


ments that Lyle tried to 
tell Townsend and other 
responding officers that 
he had left some mari¬ 
juana in the garage and 
was trying to get it. He 
also told officers that a 
juvenile was with him. 
However, officers only 
found Lyle at the scene. 

Public defender Sarah 
Bryant tried to convince 
Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher, after 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald had pre¬ 
sented his case, that the 
burden of proof had not 
been met by the state. 
Her motion for a direct¬ 
ed verdict was denied. 
Bryant also appealed to 
the jury that nothing was 
taken. 

It did not appear that 
the defense called any 
witnesses. But did once 
again challenge the fact 
that since nothing had 
been taken, the burden of 
proof had not been met. 

The jury disagreed. 

Lyle was found guilty 
on both charges. After lis¬ 
tening to testimony from 
family members of Lyle, 
the jury recommended 
that he be sentenced to 
three years for the bur¬ 
glary charge. They also 
recommended a sentence 
of 12 months and a $500 
fine for possession of bur¬ 
glary tools. Bryant had 
asked the jury for a one 
year sentence. 

During the sentencing 
phase of the trial, it was 
brought up by the pros¬ 
ecution that Lyle was 
involved in a case before 
the federal courts for con¬ 
spiracy to sell oxycodone. 

Even if Lyle was given 
the full three years, court 
observers have indicated 
that with time-served and 
the new policies by the 
state to help release non¬ 
violent criminals sooner, 
Lyle could be possibly be 
released in less than two 
years. Judge Fletcher set 
March 21 as the date he 
will render the official 
sentence in the case.

I appreciate the many 
consumers who have 
contacted my office to 
thank us for participat¬ 
ing in the national mort¬ 
gage foreclosure settle¬ 
ment announced last 
month. The $25 billion 
settlement with Bank 
of America, JP Morgan 
Chase, Wells Fargo, Citi 
and Ally/GMAC is a good 
deal, but it's just the first 
step in holding banks 
accountable for a crisis 
that nearly brought our 
country to its knees. Wall 
Street executives made 
billions while our econo¬ 
my crashed and hundreds 
of thousands of families 
lost their homes. 

As a result of this 
settlement, Kentucky is 
receiving $58.8 million 
to provide direct relief 
to homeowners for loan- 
term modifications, prin¬ 
cipal write-downs, pay¬ 


ments to borrowers for 
mortgage serving abuses, 
refinancing for underwa¬ 
ter borrowers. A portion 
of the settlement will 
also fund consumer pro¬ 
tection programs in the 
Commonwealth. 

We believe there 
are as many as 5,400 
Kentuckians who are eli¬ 
gible for up to a $2,000 
in direct payments from 
these five banks as a 
result of mortgage ser¬ 
vicing abuses. Borrowers 
are eligible for the direct 
payment because their 
homes were foreclosed 
upon with “robo-signed” 
documents, not because 
they were not in default. 
Additionally, if a home- 
owner has concerns about 
the validity of their fore¬ 
closure, there is a process 
to have an independent 
examination. Information

We are continuing to 
work with consumers who 


encounter difficulty with 
their loan servicers and 
hope that some of these 
problems subside as the 
terms of the settlement 
are implemented. Please 
be aware that this pro¬ 
cess will take time. 

Homeowners who were 
foreclosed upon by one of 
these five banks should 
be patient as they wait to 
hear from the administra¬ 
tor regarding entitlement 
to receive payment under 
this settlement. If you 
need to seek some form 
of loss mitigation, please 
contact your bank for 
assistance. If you encoun¬ 
ter problems with your 
bank, contact my Office 
of Consumer Protection 
at 1-888-432-9257. 

Be assured, this mat¬ 
ter is not closed. I will 
utilize the resources this 
settlement provides to 
assist consumers and 
continue investigating 
big banks, their involve¬ 
ment in the Mortgage 
Electronic Registration 
System (MERS), and 


their bundling of mort¬ 
gage-backed securities. 
In fact, I have subpoe¬ 
naed MERS, which I 
believe may have circum¬ 
vented Kentucky law by 
failing to properly record 
mortgage assignments 
and pay filing fees with 
county clerks throughout 
the Commonwealth.

Grafting Class- 
March 8 

For those gardeners and 
green thumbs who just 
can't wait until spring, 
there will be a fruit tree 
grafting demonstration 
held on Thursday, March 
8 at the Powell County 
Extension Office confer¬ 
ence room. This meet¬ 
ing will begin at 1 p.m. 
Gardeners will learn how 
to graft their favorite tree 
from home on a root stock 
which will be provided to 
them for the cost of $1 per 
plant. Any gardener who 
has a special tree in the 
back yard, or in someone 
else's back yard should go 
ahead and take a cutting 
from a water sprout from 
that tree. The sprout 
should be 10-12” long 
with several buds. 

These new shoots should 
be cut now and held in 
the crisper of the refrig¬ 
erator until the work¬ 
shop. Bring these water 
sprouts with you and we 
will graft them together. 
We will have a few cut¬ 
tings of such varieties as 
Liberty, Golden Delicious 
and Granny Smith avail¬ 
able for those who are 
just wanting to learn the 
process. Class partici¬ 
pants also need to bring 
a sharp knife for grafting 
as well. Any other sup¬ 
plies will be provided as 
part of the class. 

All gardeners interested 
in pruning and grafting 
are invited and encour¬ 
aged to attend. 


We really are so 

Prune Fruit Trees ^^e every year for best 


now for more fruit 
this faii 

I, along with the rest of 
the country, will be glad 
when winter is over. One 
of the first outdoor chores 
we may need to do once 
the weather changes, is 
to give our fruit trees 
some attention. It is best 
to prune most fruits while 
the plants are still dor¬ 
mant, but after the severe 
winter weather has past. 
Usually in Kentucky, this 
means late February or 
early March. This year- 
who knows? We thought 
we had started spring 
until we woke up to 5” of 
snow on Monday. 

Fruit trees are trained 
and pruned to two basic 
growth patterns, the 
central leader, used for 
apples and pears and the 
open center system used 
for peaches, cherries and 
plums. 

Regardless of growth 
patterns, there are two 
types of pruning cuts used, 
thinning out and heading 
back cuts. Thinning cuts 
open up the tree to sun¬ 
light and better air pen¬ 
etration and usually do 
not invigorate growth of 
the tree. Always remove 
the branch flush to the 
tree without leaving a 
stub. The presence of a 
stub tends to delay heal¬ 
ing and may promote the 
growth of unwanted suck¬ 
ers. It may also encour¬ 
age the introduction of 
insects. Heading back cuts 
remove only the terminal 
ends (tip) of the branch. 
Heading back cuts pro¬ 
mote growth of the lower 
buds and encourage more 
fruit development. 

The central leader sys¬ 
tem for apple and pear 
trees is characterized by 
a central, upright trunk 
referred to as the leader. 
The main branches extend 
out from the leader, much 
like the pattern encour¬ 
aged in a Christmas tree. 
Keep in mind that the 
lowest limbs should be at 
least 36 inches from the 
ground to allow ease of 
movement of lawn mow¬ 
ers around and under 
the tree. If it's in your 
way while you're mow¬ 
ing the grass underneath, 
remove it! 

For most fruit trees we 
simply have too many 
branches. Just one quick 
trip to an orchard would 
show you that you need 
not have hundreds of 
branches to have hun¬ 
dreds of apples. Within 
the tree there should be 
a reasonable amount of 
branches but should be 
spaced 18-24' between 
whorls. Fewer limbs and 
bare space allows more 
light and air penetration 
which results in more 
fruit and better spray 
coverage. Once the basic 
shape of the tree is estab¬ 
lished (usually after 4-5 
years) , then cutting out 
water sprouts and head¬ 
ing back branches will 
be the only pruning you 
will need to do each year 
on apple and pear trees. 
Keep in mind however, 
that once you start prun¬ 
ing, you'll need to prune a 


production. 

When pruning, make 
sure to cut out any 
branches that are rub¬ 
bing against or crossing 
over each other. If ice 
caused breakage of tree 
branches, make sure to 
cut out all this damage. 
Remove branches that 
are shading each other, or 
branches that are dam¬ 
aged or diseased from the 
previous growing season. 
If fire blight caused you 
problems in the past, now 
is the time to get rid of its 
damage. 

With peach, plum and 
cherry trees, the basic 
principle here is to take 
out any diseased or dam¬ 
aged branches, then open 
up the center. The open 
center allows for maxi¬ 
mum air flow within the 
tree. This in it-self will 
initiate more fruit buds 
and reduce disease pres¬ 
sure. 

With both type of prun¬ 
ing systems, pruning 
should involve heading 
back cuts and thinning 
cuts. Thinning out cuts 
may involve the larger 
branches previously 
mentioned, or may sim¬ 
ply involve removal of 
the water sprouts that 
shot up last year. Water 
sprouts should always be 
removed as these will not 
have fruit on them for 
years, and will only serve 
to shade the interior of the 
tree. Pruning will actually 
promote the development 
of water sprouts, so once 
you begin pruning, it has 
to be an annual event. 

Heading back cuts sim¬ 
ply encourage the tree to 
send out additional side 
branches and more fruit 
in the long run. Heading 
back cuts strengthen 
wood and encourage more 
fruit bud development. 

Many new fruit tree 
enthusiasts ask about 
applying some type of 
fruit tree sealant on cuts. 
The use of pruning paint 
or wound dressing on fruit 
trees this time of year is 
generally not necessary, 
as the tree will naturally 
heal on its own. Pruning 
sealer may make you feel 
better, but will really not 
matter to the tree. 

Pruning fruit trees is 
something that is impor¬ 
tant to the life and pro¬ 
duction of the tree, but 
pruning alone will not 
guarantee a bumper crop. 
Once pruning is complete, 
dormant oil sprays should 
be applied to smother 
any small insects such 
as scale that can cause 
wide spread damage to 
the tree. Hard to reach, 
creepy-crawlers like scale 
can only be curtailed with 
oil sprays. Spray when 
temperatures are at least 
in the 50's. 

Once dormant oil 
sprays are applied it is 
best to get your trees on 
a routine chemical spray 
program which involves a 
fungicide and insecticide. 
Most orchards begin this 
program in early March 
and spray up until the 
time of harvest. 

While we are talking 
about fruit trees, circle 
March 8 on your calendar.

Be 
prepared to bring a water 
sprout from your favor¬ 
ite old faithful fruit tree. 
This can be a good sprout 
from a tree you have or 
one from your friend or 
neighbor's yard. We will 
take this time and oppor¬ 
tunity to learn how to 
graft a fruit tree on to an 
existing root stock which 
will be available there for 
the price of $1 each. Stop 
by the Powell County 
Extension Office or call 
me at 663-6405 for spray 
guides or more informa¬ 
tion on proper pruning or 
grafting of fruit trees. 

Prune your Grape Vines 
Too! 

Once the fruit trees 
have been pruned, head 
on out to the grape vines 
and give them the once 
over as well. It would 
do everyone some good 
this time of year to go 
visit a commercial vine¬ 
yard and see just how to 
properly prune and train 
your grapes. The biggest 
disservice we do to our 
grape-vines, is we leave 
them far too thick to pro¬ 
duce very well. Pruning 
of grapes, along with 
judicial spray programs 
is the primary key to good 
grape production and lots 
of grape jelly. 

For the most part, as 
a general rule of thumb, 
you prune grape vines 
until you think you can't 
prune any more, you lay 
your pruners down for a 
few minutes, then, you go 
back and prune again. 

Balanced pruning 
is needed to produce a 
large crop of high quality 
fruit to maintain vines 
in healthy condition. You 
want to achieve a balance 
between the number of 


buds and the amount of 
vine. For most American 
grape varieties like 
Concord, follow the rule 
of 30-1-10. This means that 
30 buds are left on the 
vine for the first pound 
of wood pruned, and 10 
more buds for each addi¬ 
tional pounds of wood 
pruned. 

For that vine, if you 
pruned 5 pounds ofwood off 
the vine, you would leave 
30-^10-^10-^10-^10 = 70 
buds. Everything beyond 
70 buds is cut off That is 
all. You are done. Go to 
the house. Most of us can't 
bear to trim down this far, 
and leave so few buds, but 
again, I remind you of 
how a commercial vine¬ 
yard looks after pruning. 
This time of year, growers 
may be concerned about 
how the canes will drip 
or bleed. This is a natural 
occurrence, which in no 
way adversely affect the 
vine. Don't worry about 
it. 

Once the grape vines are 
pruned, it is time to start 
spraying. Unfortunately 
in Powell County we live 
in a damp, humid place 
which is a primary haven 
for bacterial and fun¬ 
gal diseases of all kinds, 
(remember the tomato 
blight of 2009)? Grapes 
often fall prey to a dev¬ 
astating disease called 
black rot which affects 


the grapes in April, but 
does not show up until 
early August. The grapes 
simply turn black, shrivel, 
and drop to the ground. If 
you had this problem last 
year, the disease organ¬ 
isms are already in the 
ground, just waiting to 
affect this year's crop. 

Black rot has to be 
prevented by spraying 
each vine with a protec¬ 
tive fungicide, beginning 
in March and continu¬ 
ing until mid summer. 
Look for fungicides such 
as Captan or Mancozeb 
now in the farm store or 
garden center. The first 
application of either of 
these chemicals should be 
just after the buds show 
a little green color, then, 
apply every 7 to 10 days. 
Preventive fungicides on 
grapes can make a differ¬ 
ence between a good crop 
and no crop at all. 

To get a hands on 
Demonstration of how to 
prune your grape vines, 
we will be pruning the 
grapes of Woody and 
Katherine Frazier on 
Friday, March 9 (weather 
permitting), around 1 p.m. 
Bring your hand pruners 
and learn how to prune 
your grape vine at home.

Encouraging word: A practical formula for living 


Conversations are a normal part of everyday life; 

they are the basic 
means of communi¬ 
cation between indi¬ 
viduals. Constantly, 
everyone participates 
in them. They can be 
interesting, informa¬ 
tive, ordinary, and on 
occasion, boring; but 
they are necessary. 
Recently, in an 
Guest Columnist ordinary conversa- 

tion with a group of 
friends when noth¬ 
ing of great importance was being discussed, I noted 
something that is quite common. One member of the 
group repeated the phrase “one another” over and 


over again, and the frequent use of that phrase caught 
my attention. 

“One another” is a common phrase that is often used 
in everyday 

conversation. It indicates a reciprocal relationship 
or reciprocal action among the members of the group 
referred to by an antecedent. Thinking of the conver¬ 
sation in which I participated and the meaning of the 
phrase, I recalled another insightful experience that 
I had. 

On one occasion, I was reading the New Testament 
when I came upon a statement that caught my atten¬ 
tion: “Encourage one another and build one another 
up.” At once, I realized that the passage contained, 
and was constructed around, that common phrase of 
everyday speech “one another.” 

With my interest piqued, I began to look for other 
passages in which that phrase was used. To my 


amazement, I found a number of passages that con¬ 
tained it, and I made some notes for future use. Here 
are four more short, but powerful, statements that I 
found during that quiet moment of reflection: 

’’Consider how to stir up one another to love and 
good works.” 

’’Outdo one another in showing honor.” 

’’Love one another with brotherly affection.” 

“Through love be servants of one another.” 

When I looked back at those notes, I was amazed 
at what I saw. From the local community to the 
international scene, trouble results from bad human 
relationships. There is trouble between persons, and 
there is trouble between nations. In those notes, I 
saw a simple, but practical, formula for living that, 
when practiced, will produce better relationships and, 
thereby, a better society.

Severe weather tips: Power outages and food safety

As we approach the 
severe storm weath¬ 
er time of the year it is 
always a good idea to 
plan ahead for power out¬ 
ages and food safety. 

• Keep an appliance 
thermometer in both the 
refrigerator and freezer. 
Make sure the refrigera¬ 
tor temperature is at 40 
degrees F. or below and 
the freezer is at 0 degrees 
F or below. 

• Group foods together 
in both the refrigerator 
and freezer. This helps 
food stay cold longer. 

• Keep the freezer full. 
Fill empty spaces with 
frozen plastic jugs of 
water, bags of ice, or gel 
packs. 

• Freeze refrigerated 


items that you may not 
need immediately, such 
as leftovers, milk, and 
fresh meat and poultry. 
This will keep them at a 
safe temperature longer. 

• Have a large, insu¬ 
lated cooler and fro¬ 
zen gel packs available. 
Perishable foods will stay 
safe in a refrigerator only 
4 hours. 

During a power out¬ 
age: 

• Keep refrigerator and 
freezer doors closed. 

• The refrigerator will 
keep food safe for up to 
4 hours. If the power is 
off longer, you can trans¬ 
fer food to a cooler and 
fill with ice or frozen gel 
packs. 

Make sure there is 
enough ice to keep food in 
the cooler at 40 degrees F 
or below. Add more ice to 
the cooler as it begins to 
melt. 

• A full freezer will 
hold the temperature for 
approximately 48 hours ( 
24 hours if it is half full). 

• In freezers, food in 
the front, in the door, or 
in small, thin packages 
will defrost faster than 
larger, thick items or food 


in the back or bottom of 
the unit. 

• During a snowstorm, 
do not place perishable 
food our in the snow. 
Outside temperatures 
can vary and food can be 
exposed to unsanitary 
conditions and animals. 

Instead, make ice. 
Fill buckets, empty milk 
containers, or cans with 
water and leave them 
outside to freeze. Use the 
homemade ice in your 
refrigerator, freezer, or 
coolers. 

Unsafe Refrigerated 
Foods 

Discard the following 
if your refrigerator has 
been without power for 
more than 4 hours: 

• Raw, cooked, or left¬ 
over meat, poultry, fish, 
eggs, and egg substitutes; 

• Luncheon meat and 
hot dogs; 

• Casseroles, soups, 
stews, and pizza; 

• Mixed salads ( i.e., 
chicken, tuna, macaroni, 
potato); 

• Gravy and stuffing; 

• Milk, cream, yogurt, 
sour cream, and soft 
cheeses; 

• Cut fruit and vegeta¬ 


bles (fresh); 

• Cooked vegetables; 

• Fruit and vegetable 
juices (opened); 

• Creamy-based salad 
dressings; 

• Batters and doughs ( 
i.e. pancake batter, cookie 
dough); 

• Custard, chiffon, or 
cheese pies; 

• Cream-filled pastries; 
and 

• Garlic stored in oil. 

Discard opened mayon¬ 
naise, tartar sauce, and 
horseradish if they were 
held above 50 degrees, for 
over eight (8) hours. 

Discard any foods like 
bread or salad greens 
that may have become 
contaminated by juices 
dripping from raw meat, 
poultry, or fish. 

In general, if any food 
has an unusual odor, 
color, or texture, throw it 
out. 

Safe-to-eat Frozen 
Foods 

Frozen foods that have 
thawed, but still contain 
ice crystals. 

Foods that have 
remained at refrigerator 
temperatures (40 degrees 
F or below). They may be

• Cleaning supplies, 
hand sanitizer, bleach, 
paper towels, toilet paper, 
paper or foam plates, 
foam cups, sandwich 
bags, cutlery, napkins, 
towels, wash cloths, thick 
sponges, buckets, dis¬ 


posable gloves, laundry 
detergent 

• Baby diapers, wipes, 
baby food, formula, baby 
cereal, bottles, bottle 
brushes, A&D ointment, 
Desitin, baby Tylenol, 
baby Ibuprofen, baby gas 
drops

The Powell County 
Basketball team has 
exceeded expectations 
this season. 

They were picked as the 
third best team in the dis¬ 
trict. The Pirates proved 
the experts wrong by win¬ 
ning the regular season 
title and the 56th District 
Tournament title as well. 
Powell headed to the 14th 
Regional Tournament 
with a head of steam 
and something to prove 
to all the naysayers. And 
they did make some noise 
beating Letcher, but fell 
to Buckhorn in the semi¬ 
finals on Monday 

Powell was not given 
a chance to be there and 
wanted to show they 
belonged with the powers 
of the 14th Region. Knott 
County Central was the 
host for this year’s tour¬ 
nament. The Pirates 
would have to make the 
long journey to Hindman 


last Wednesday to face 
the Letcher Central 
Cougars. Letcher would 
be the favorite to defeat 
the Pirates by the so- 
called experts. 

Both teams looked 
focused and nervous 
before the opening round 
game. The Pirates quickly 
took control of the game 
as Letcher missed their 
first shot and the Pirate’s 
Zach Dennis scored. After 
a turnover by the Cougars 
the Pirates scored again, 
this time Jacob Conner 
hit an inside basket 
and the Pirates led 4-0. 
Letcher called a timeout 
and scored on their next 
possession. Powell once 
again scored and built 
their lead. Trey Marcum 
added a basket and 
three point play for the 
Pirates. Ryan Goodwin 
came off the bench for the 
Pirates and hit a three 
pointer and Powell led 
17-7 after one quarter. 

The crowd and Letcher 
were stunned that the 
Pirates really had come to 
play Powell jumped back 
on the Cougars to start 


the second quarter. Zach 
Dennis scored two quick 
baskets before he had to 
go the bench with two 
fouls. He was replaced 
by Brett Goodwin who 
took over the game in 
the second quarter. 
Goodwin scored eight 
straight points and put 
the Pirates ahead, 31-14. 
Letcher Central battled 
back scoring seven of the 
last nine points in the 
quarter. Powell led 33-21 
at halftime. 

Letcher came out of 
halftime and scored two 
quick baskets to cut the 
Pirate lead to eight points. 
Powell called a time out 
and settled down. The 
Pirates came back on the 
floor with renewed vigor. 
Zach Dennis took over the 
game in the third quarter, 
scoring 10 points and get¬ 
ting five rebounds in the 
quarter. Powell could not 
shake the Cougars though. 
Letcher continued to keep 
the game close as Powell’s 
lead went back and forth 
between ten and fifteen 
points. The third quarter 
ended with both teams 


scoring seventeen points 
apiece. Powell lead 50-38 
with one quarter remain¬ 
ing. 

Letcher and Powell bat¬ 
tled hard in the fourth 
quarter. The Cougar’s 
could never get the game 
below the ten point mar¬ 
gin that Powell County 
had built. Powell hit 10 
of 15 free throws down 
the stretch to help ensure 
the victory. Powell won 
68-57 over the Letcher 
Cougars. Powell in defeat¬ 
ing Letcher Central had 
won their first regional 
tournament game since 
2003. 

Dennis led the Pirates 
in scoring with 16 points 
and Brett Goodwin added 
12 points from the Powell 
bench. Matt Pelfrey 
chipped in 11 points and 
Jacob Conner scored 
10 points for the victo¬ 
rious Pirates. Dennis 
and Conner both had 10 
rebounds in the Powell 
victory. 

Powell advanced to the 
semifinal round to face 
the Buckhorn Wildcats. 
Buckhorn defeated Wolfe 
County 60-58 in the 
first round. Buckhorn 
and Powell faced each 
other Monday with a 
berth in the 14th Region 
Championship game on 
the line. 

Buckhorn took the 
opening tip and quick¬ 
ly scored inside. Powell 
missed their first shot 
and Buckhorn added 
another basket to lead, 4- 
0. Coach Brian Hall called 
a timeout to settle his 
team. Powell scored on an 
inside basket by Dennis 
for their first points of the 
game. Points in the quar¬ 
ter were hard to come by 
for the Pirates. 

Powell could only man¬ 
age five points in the 
first quarter. Buckhorn 
continued to spread the 
floor and score, increas¬ 
ing their lead to 25-5 


after one quarter. Powell 
came back in the second 
quarter with new focus 
and began to see results. 
Powell scored the first six 
points of the quarter to 
cut the lead down to 14 
points. Jacob Conner was 
a force for the Pirates 
inside, his basket cut the 
Buckhorn lead to 28-19 
with two minutes to go 
in the first half Powell 
added the final four points 
of the half and Buckhorn 
led by the score of 28-23 
at halftime. 

Powell in the third quar¬ 
ter cut into the Buckhorn 
led and trailed 36-34 with 
five minutes to go in the 
third quarter. Buckhorn 
responded by scoring 14 
of the last 18 points in 
the third quarter and 
the Pirates were back in 
a hole once again. The 
Wildcats led 50-38 after 
three quarters. 

The Pirate ship was 
ran aground in the fourth 
quarter by Buckhorn. 
The Wildcats scored nine 


of the first ten points 
and led 59-39 with only 
5:50 left to play. Powell 
tried but could not get 
to within sixteen points 
of Buckhorn down the 
stretch and Buckhorn 
won, 67-51 ending the 
Pirates season. 

Conner led the scoring 
for the Pirates with 19 
points and nine rebounds. 
Pelfrey added 12 points 
and Trey Marcum scored 
six points for Powell. 
Dennis scored six points 
and added nine rebounds. 
Brett Goodwin had 
six points and Brett 
Thompson had two points 
for the Pirates. Austin 
Monnett had four assists 
and three steals for Pow¬ 
ell. 

Powell finished the sea¬ 
son with a record of 20-13. 
Thanks to the players and 
coaching staff for a great 
season. We will miss the 
six Pirate seniors.

Free Hunter Education Class to be held March 9-10 


A free Hunter Education Course will be taught on 
March 9 and 10 in Powell County. The program will be 
held from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. on March 9; and from 8:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on MarchlO. 

On March 9 and the morning of March 10, the 
program will be held at the Powell County Extension 
Service Building across the street from the Powell 
County Court House. The afternoon program on 
March 10 will be held at the Red River Bow Club and 
will include a written test and range firing with a 
variety of hunting firearms and archery tackle. 

Upon successful completion of the program, a 
course completion card is issued which is valid in any 
state, province or territory where such certification is 
required. Attendance at all sessions is required for 
certification, unless an alternative method is utilized 
for the classroom part of the course. 

Persons born on or after Jan. 1, 1975, shall carry a 
valid hunter education course completion card while 
hunting in Kentucky, and all hunters regardless of 



age must have this certification to hunt on military 
reservations in Kentucky. Certifications from any 
state, province or country whose course meets the 
standards established by the International Hunter 
Education Association (IHEA) are accepted. 

A bow hunter not in possession of a firearm may 
carry a bow hunter education course completion card 
from any state, province or country. The course shall 
meet the standards established by the IHEA. 

Children under age 12, and persons exempt from 
purchasing a hunting license, are not required to 
carry the card while hunting. Children under age 
12 shall be accompanied by an adult of at least 18 
years of age while hunting. Children under age 9 may 
attend the program, but they will not be eligible to 
take the written test and become certified as having 
met Kentucky Hunter Education training standards.
